spring  trade.  Please  use  the  order  sheet,  asitmakes  it  more  convenient 
for  us  in  filling  orders.  You  will  note  there  are  two  order  sheets  en- 
closed one  for  seeds,  tools  and  miscellaneous  goods,  and  the  other  for 
plants,  bulbs  and  nursery  stock.  If  you  will  use  them  as  intended,  it 
will  greatly  facilitate  the  execution  of  your  orders.  Terms  are  invaria- 
bly cash  with  order,  as  we  keep  no  book  accounts  in  our  mailorder  de- 
partment. Postage  stamps  received  the  same  as  cash. 

There  are  three  iuterurban  companies  and  fifteen  railroad 
lines  at  Des  Moines,  so  that  quick  shipments  can  be  made. 

Charges  Prepaid:  A11  vegetable  and  Flower  seeds.  Bulbs  and  PlantSi 
- except  those  noted,  .are  sent  prepaid  by  mail  or 

express  by  the  quickest  and  most  direct  routes,  unless  ordered  other- 
wise. and  we  guarantee  the  safe  arrival.  Seeds  sold  by  the  peck  or 
bushel.  Field  Seeds.  Potatoes,  Implements  and  other  heavy  goods  are 
sent  b.v  freight  or  express,  customers  paying  charges.  Remember  seeds 
go  at  speciji  second-class  rates  by  express. 

Seeds,  plants  and  bulbs  may  be  sent  by  Parcel  Post 
The  table  of  rates,  page  1.  gives  amount  of  postage 
required  on  quantities  over  1 pound.  Miscellaneous  merchandise  may 
go  by  Parcel  Post,  and  mailing  weight  is  given  on  items  of  this  kind. 

Delivery:  The  point  of  delivery  of  all  goods  is  on  cars  at  Des  Moines 
________  When  we  quote  a delivered  price  it  means  simply  that  we 

prepay  the  freight,  express  charges  or  postage.

Many  of  our  friends  will  prefer  to  have  their  seeds  come 
by  parcel  post  rather  than  by  express.  There  is  not  much 
difference  in  the  cost  of  transportation  by  these  two  meth- 
ods, but  if  you  want  the  seeds  to  come  by  mail  you  must 
send  postage,  because  it  must  be  prepaid.  We  submit 
herewith  a table  showing  the  postage  per  pound  to  each 
state.  This  is  figured  in  the  way  to  be  most  easily  under- 
stood by  our  friends.  The  only  thing  to  remember  is  to  add, 
one  pound  over  the  actual  amount  of  seeds  you  order  to, 
cover  the  weight  of  packing.  For  example,  you  live  in  Ala- 
bama and  you  order  three  pounds  of  Gradus  peas  by  parcel 
post.  You  will  add  24  cents  to  the  price  quoted  in  the  cata- 
logue. If  you  live  in  Illinois  and  want  15  lbs.  of  peas  by 
parcel  post,  add  64  cents  to  the  price  in  the  catalogue. 

If  the  postage  you  send  is  more  than  is  necessary  the  sur- 
plus will  be  returned  to  you  inclosed  in  a small  envelope 
within  the  package.  If  you  do  not  send  postage  we  will 
take  it  for  granted  5^ou  want  the  goods  forwarded  by  ex- 
press or  freight. 

Remember  that  we  pay  the  postage  on  garden  seeds  or- 
dered by  the  packet,  ounce,  quarter  pound  or  pound,  no 
matter  what  the  cost,  but  on  larger  quantities  postage  must 
be  added  if  we  are  to  send  them  by  mail.

The  most  valuable  method  o’ 
using  the  Soy  Beans  in  the  Corn 
Belt  is  to  plant  them  in  the  corn 
at  the  time  of  planting,  placing 
two  or  three  beans  in  each  hill  .of 
corn.

DIIRECTTOXS  FOR  SO^YNG.  ETC. — The  conditions  and 
requirements  of  the  several  species  as  to  soil,  moisture, 
heat,  etc.,  should  be  studied  and  observed  in  culture.  We 
give  a few  general  instructions  though  more  complete  di- 
rections are  printed  on  seed  packets.  The  soil  best  adapted 
to  most  flowers  is  light,  rich  loam,  containing  enough  sand 
to  make  it  porous.  If  there  is  some  clav  with  it  the  colors 
will  be  brighter.  Make  surface  smooth  and  fine  as  pos- 
sible: sow  seeds  in  rows,  covering  each  sort  of  seed  in 
proportion  to  its  size  and  you  should  press  the  soil  down 
firmly  over  the  seeds.  Do  not  plant  any  seeds  when  the 
ground  is  wet.  ilany  varieties,  such  as  pansv.  verbena, 
daisy’,  hollyhock  and  the  fine  greenhouse  plant  seeds, 
should  be  sown  early  in  shallow  boxes  in  the  house,  in 
soil  consisting  of  eoual  parts  of  fine  sand  and  rich,  mellow 
loam  well  mixed  together  and  sifted  to  remove  all  gravel 
and  lumns.  Sow  as  before  directed.  Covering  the  box 
with  glass  helps  to  retain  the  moisture  and  keeps  the 
temperature  even.  Do  not  keep  too  wet;  when  large 
enough  transplant  to  boxes  or  beds.
